"Not only have we made repeated

If President Obregon is sincere in 


making that statement, what objec- 
tion has he to incorporating' its sub- 
stance in a treaty with the United 
States?

Indicative of the unbusinesslike manner 


in which government affairs are conduct- 
ed, is the failure to pay the railroads the 
sums of money due them under the agree- 
ment to guarantee returns for a limited 
period of time immediately preceding and 
following their return to private opera- 
tion- The total Liabilities of this charac- 
ter exceed 8700,000.000. It is a hea- 
vy debt to be sure, but it is justly owed 
and should be paid. 


The lack of this money is one of the 


causes of the predicament in which many 
of the railroads find themselves at this 
time. The money has been due and pay- 
able for months, but it is "withheld because 
of controversy over some of the details. 
In the meantime the railroads languish 
for adequate funds with 
which to get 


themselves on their feet, and TO make the 
ertensive betterments required TO put 
their properties in shape to handle trans- 
portation demands which •will be made 
upon them when normal conditions are re- 
stored and which they are 
far from 


equipped to handle at present. 


Government operation of the railroads 


during the war. whether successful or nec- 
essary as a national policy or not. was a 
failure from a business standpoint and 
from the welfare of the roads themselves. 
The properties were returned in a run- 
down condition. They have not been able 
as yet to make up this physical injury, 
while they are loaded down with exces- 
sive, operating charges. There may be in- 
efficiency in management and in operation 
here and there, but there probably is the 
same degree of efficiency DOW that there 
was before the war. 


The railroads are heavy pnrcbaeers of 


materials which relate intimately to na- 
tional prosperity. 
Their rehabilitation 


probably will require the spending of ev- 
ery dollar they receive from the govern- 
ment and more too. so that potentially 
they are a vital factor in the return to 
normalcy. While congress persists in 
spending public money without restraint, 
defying or ignoring all economic laws for 
assisting in sound reconstruction, the gov- 
ernment delays its settlement with the rail- 
roads. All of which shows the incapacity 
of politicians to transact public business 
in a businesslike manner, and more im- 
portant still, their incompetency to direct 
utilities economically or efficiently. There 
is altogether too much red-tape and too 
much politics to have anything pertain- 
ing to business done successfully or well. 
However, it is tune the railroads had a 
square deal, politics or no politics.

ther one could desire. The moistest town 
is Cherrapongee. India. Its rainfall av- 
erages 458 inches a year and one time 
this rose to 905 
inches. Probably the 


Cherrapongee people pray for drought at 
the very time farmers around Appleton 
are praying for rain. The coldest place 
in the world is the village of Verkhoy- 
anski. in far northern Siberia. That town 
never has any summer and sometimes the 
thermometer registers 80 below zero. No 
doubt, they would trade for some of the 
hot days we have been having in Wiscon- 
sin, 
which, regardless of complaints, has 


the finest and healthiest climate on the 
face of the globe. Xo one is ever com- 
pletely satisfied with weather. Few would 
be satisfied if they could have it to their 


- own order.

The 
coldest January was in 1857 and the 
coldest March was in 1885. 
The three 


warmest decades were those ended in 
1800, 1810 and 1920. The coldest dec- 
ade followed the second hottest. These 
figures, from the weather bureau, lend 
support to the claim that "we don't have 
the winters we used to." Possibly it is 
correct, but the weather bureau says there 
never is any perma-nent change in average 
jcarly temperature.

serves are augmenting there is nothing pe- 
culiar to the movement. The exceptional 
feature is that America 
is drawing the 


precious metal from all quarters. 


America cannot keep this mountain of 


gold. If it did. there would be such an in- 
flation of credit and such a great rise in 
prices that the worst commercial and 
financial cataclysm imaginable would en- 
sue. 
Business would be wrecked for years. 


So, we must infer that this immense stock 
of gold will be one of the vital factors in 
restoring universal prosperity and a large 
portion of it will flow out to all parts of 
the earth in the process of world liquida- 
tion.

Long before others in the old Haps- 


burg empire, Masaryk sensed its dp- 
feat and sought to shepherd his own 
people into their racial entity. He was 
far sighted enough to know that even 
if the central powers won it would be 
the death knell of the Austro-Hung-ari- 
an federation and that Germany would 
assume suzerainty over those parts 
touching her boundaries. 
Masaryk 


is one of the few wise statesmen of 
the world, and it is to be regretted that 
he is old and in feeble health. 


Mr. Bones, the foreign secretary, is 


a young man—within the thirties— 
and gives much promise for the fu- 
ture; he knows his countrymen and 
his country's necessities and is evi- 
dencing qualities of fine leadership. 


The German part of the population 


is not satisfied with the plans and poli- 
cies of the Czech majority.

The burden of debt lies heavy upon

solution. Sooner or later, there must 
be stabilization of the different mone- 
tary units, but when and how that is 
to be done the country has as yet 
determined.

ples of these small states cannot live 
in comfort or prosperity xmless there 
Is a measure- of freedom regarding 
trade and inter-communication. The 
tendency has been unnecessarily to ir- 
ritate owe another and some bad feel- 
ing has resulted. They are, however, 
learning their lesson and becoming 
conscious that the world is small and 
cannot be lived in happily without tak- 
ing into consideration one's noighbor.
